1. The resistance activities of the Krizarf. - arid the Chetnlks are constantly on 
the decline so that new their existence is merely symbolic. The civilian 
population realizes the uselessness of the resistance group efforts, and # 
though the public offers them moral support, there is little material aid 
extended.

in their search for food and munitions, which in turn, lessens the sympathy 
for the resistors <> The resistance is now an almost completely exhausted 
force.
